Report of Austrian Priests “Makes

trian priests with the approval of 
Archbishop Pifi of Vienna set out to 
Investigate the alleged cruelties of 
German troops iu Belgium at the be- 
ginning of the war. It was hoped that : 
the report of these priests, who had ' 
been admonished direct from the Pope 
to consider the evidence from an ab- 
‘|solutely impartial standpoint, would ; 


‘clear the Germans in the eyes of the, 


World. The report was handed to 
the Pope as well as to the Archbishop 
of Vienna, but the publication of it' 


has been forbidden in Austria and Ger- | 


many. In clerica} circles in Rome, 
however, its contents are well known 

and the reason why it is being opt | 
secret in Germany and Austria is per- , 
fectly plain. 

“The German War Department,’ the 
report says, “has already admitted that 
many of the accusations made against ! 
the Belgian franc-tireurs are false.” | 
Concerning the case of the parish 
priest of Oyenbrugge, the committee 
reports: ‘When the unfortunate priest 
returned to his parish he was arrested 
without any reason whatever , and 
thrown into prison together with 
twenty-eight civilians. Here he was 
compelled to stand in the middle of 
the floor with the hands raised about 
his head for several hours. When he 
finally collapsed from exhaustion he 
was prodded with bayonets and struck 
with the butts of rifles. Soldiers tore 
his breviary to pieces and threw them 
Into his face. They forced two civil- 
lans to strike him and spit into his 
face. Finally they threw a bucket 
of water over him while he was lying 
helpless on the floor, and whenever 
he moved they prodded him with 
bayonets. When the priest tried to 
push aside the point of a-bayonet 
which almost touched his face a sol- 
dier sont a bullet through his head.” 
This is a verbatim translation of a 
report made by trustworthy priests, 
each of whom {s-personally known to 
the Archbishop of Vienna.

Belgium, 21st September, 1915. 
Dear Dad and Mother,— 

I received your most welcome let- 
ter yesterday and was pleased ‘to 
hear that you were all keeping well. 

I have received two lots of papers 
from you this week and we enjoyed 


reading them very much. 


I am keeping very well, and we are 
not having a bad time, although they 


ties. There is so much work to be 
done here on the trenches to mako 
them a little more comfortable ‘in 
casa we have to put in another 
winter, and just now it Idoks very 
much as though we were gving 
to be on this side of the water for a 
considerable time yet. 

Last time in the trenches we were 
shelled nearly every day, but only 
with small shells and they did not 


.Jdo much damage. Oue of our boys 


had a narrow shave from a rifle bul- 
let. <A stray bullet hit him across 
the back of the neck, just scratching 
the skin and tearing the back of his 
coat collar off. If it had hit him 
about a quarter of an inch further in 
it would have killed him. 

Our aeroplanes are pretty busy on 
the front just now, and they seem 
to us to have some very narrow es- 
capes. There were about eighty ol 
them went up at one time the other 
morning, and they sure got an awful 
bombarding from the German guns, 
but they all returned safely.  Al- 
though one of them had trouble with 
his engine while flying at a great 
height, and nearly dropped to the 
ground, he managed to get it going 
again after he got over our lines. 
The Germans took several shots at 
him while he was flying low, but 
they were away wide of the mark. 

Two German planes came over to 
try and stop ours from seeing too 
much, but there was nothing doing 
for they had to keep at a pretty safe 
distance. 

I see that you have got our late 
officer’s statement in the Red Deer 
papers, so you will know as much 
about Major Sandeman as we do. 
The information I got:some time ago 
about him was from Capt. Page. At 
seers that there were two Major 
Sandemans, and in making enquiries 
they got mixed in the two men. 

We did not get to know anything 
definite until Dr. Hart was released 
from Germany, but it is now practi- 
cally certain that Major Sandeman 
is dead. We were all sorry to lose 
him as he made himself so friendly 
witli us all. 

We keep hearmg rumors that the 
second contingent is over here now. 
I hope we run across them in our 
travels, as I should like to see tho 
Red Deer boys who are in it. T 
suppose Tetley must have joined the 
third contingent. It is rather a pity 
that he did not come with us, as ho 
might have been an officer now. 

T have just had to quit to get sup- 
per, and some supper it was, too— 
beef steak and onions, boiled pota- 
toes, green peas, and bread and jam. 
Of eourse that is not the regular 
army rations, such as canned fruit 
and vegetables, and ‘a good part of 
the bread. Weshould have to go 
hungry or else east hard tack if it 
was not for the grub we buy. 

Well, I shall have to close now, ‘as 
it is my turn to go on guard. Re 
member me to all enquiring friends.

Athens, October 2.—Tha following 
statement was issued officially after 
a meeting of the cabinet. : “ Tho 
French minister delivercd the follow- 
ing note to’Premier Venizelos : 

“By order of my government I 
have the honor to announce to your 
exeeHlency the arrival at Soloniki of 
the first detachment of French troops 
and to declare at the same time that 
France and England, allied to Ser- 
via, send their troops to help the 
latter as well as to maintain their 
communications with her, and that 
the two powers count upon Greece, 
who already has given them so many 
proofg of friendship, not to oppose 
measures taken in the interests of 
Servia of whom she is the 
ally.’

“Premier Venizelos replied: “IT have 
the honor to deckare to your excel- 
lency that, being neutral, the royal 
government cod not possibly 
authorize the proceedings in ques- 
tion, for it constitutes a breach of 
Greece's noutrality, the more mani- 
fest since it comes from. two great 
belligerent powers. It’is therefore 
the duty of the royal government to 
protest against the passage of for- 
eign troops across Greek territory. 
The circumstance that these troops 
are destined solely to aid Servia, 
Greece's ally, in ‘no way modifies the 
legal position of the king’s govern: 
ment ; for even from a Balkan point
